This section establishes site design requirements
within the Business Park (BP), Overlake Business and
Advanced Technology (OV), Manufacturing Park
(MP), and Industry (I} zones. These standards imple-
ment the Washington State Growth Management Act
(Chapter 36.70A RCW), the County-Wide Planning Pol-
icies, Redmond’s adopted Comprehensive Plan, while
protecting the City’s business park, manufacturing
park and industrial areas from public nuisances, incom-
patible uses, and hazards.

(2) Explanation of Chart. The Chart of Site Require-
ments is arranged in matrix format. Development
standards are listed down the left column and the
zones are identified across the top row. The matrix
cells contain the minimum or maximum dimen-
sional requirements of each zone, The footnotes
identify particular requirements applicable to ei-
ther a specific use or zone. An “N5” indicates that
there is “No Standard” (i.e., special requirements).
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
